70 THE ENTREATIES OF HIS FRIENDS 


And Resign the Leadership of the Irish 
Nationalists—Several Meetings of the 
Irish Members of Parliament. 


Lonpon, November 26.—Thirty-eight Par- 
nellite members of the house of commons 
last night signed the request asking Mr. Par- 
nell to convene a meeting of the nationalist 
members of the house today. Mr. Parnell 
‘declined to grant their request, despite the 
fact thatthe rules of the party provide that 
@ meeting shall be called when twenty mem- 
bers sign a request for such purpose. Several 
of the Parnellite members complain that they 
were not informed of all the facts in con- 
nection with Gladstone’s attitude toward Mr. 
Parnell, as set forth in his letter to Mr. 
Morely, when they voted yesterday to retain 
Mr. Parnell in the leadership of the Irish 


Mr. Parne!! reconsidered his determination, 
and ‘the Parnellites held a meeting this 
gorning. There was a wide divergence of 
opinion, the majority favoring Mr. Parnell’s 
resignation of the leadership, and the minority 
vehemently protesting. Another meeting will 

vening. 
4 Tics ovmia occurred atthe meeting of 
the Parnellite members held last evening. 
After the letter from Gladstone to Morely had 


been made public, the action of Mr. McCarthy | 


in not making Known the contents at the 
miorning meeting was severely criticised. A 
majority of the nationalist members present 
last night said they had believed previous to 
the meeting in the morning that Mr. Parnell, 
after his re-election, would not take an active 
part in politics for a few months. They now 
believe that if Mr. Gladstone’s letter had been 
read at the morning meeting the result, on the 
motion to retain Mr. Parnell in the leadership, 
would have been different

It was learned after the adjournment of the 
morning meeting that a strong feelingin favor 
of Mr. Parnell’s resigning the encennee was 
manifested, but the minority vehemently op- 
posed it. 

PARNELL WILL NOT RESIGN. 

Mr. Parnell’s speech at the opening of the 
meeting gave no indication that he intended 
to alter his decision to retain the leadership. 

Mr. Nolan was the only member present who 
Javored Mr. Parne!l’s retention of the office. 
Mr. McCarthy, whose frequent allusions to 
Mr. Parnell’s great sacrifices for the Irish 


cause were applauded, said he hoped that, / 


after due consideration, Mr. Parnell would see 
his way to retire for the present, and save the 
eacred cause of Irish independence. 


Mr. Sexton said he regretted that Mr. Glad- : 


stone’s views regarding the ieadership of the 
nationalist party had been withheld at yester- 
day’s mecting. He sympathetically appealed 
to Mr. Parnell to reconsider his position. The 
question, he said, had assumed a new phase 
since the publication of Mr. Gladstone's letter 
to Mr.Morely. The Irish party fully recognized 


. Mr. Parnell’s tremendous services, but it felt 


that personal considerations must be sacrificed 
for the sake of the cause. Mr. Sexton ad- 
wocated thatevery Parne!lite should record his 
opinion as to the leadership of the party, and 
thus settle the question. 

WAITING FOR A MESSAGE. 

It was hoped that a cable dispatch from the 
delegation in America would reach London 
before the meeting adjourned, but none was 
rectived. Much importance is attached toa 
message from Messrs. Dillon, O’Brien, and the 
other delegates, and the decisioa of the meet- 
ing, to reassemble at 5 o’clock, was caused by 
the hope that a dispatch wonld arrive in the 
interval. 

When the Parnellites returned to the lobb 
from the room in which the meeting was held, 
they were surrounded by excited groups of 
liberals, who closely questioned them regard- 
ing the proceedings. They replied that noth- 
ing would be decided until after 5 o’clock. 

The §nationalist members met again in the 
afternoon, but adjourned until Monday with- 
out taking any definite action. 

HOW MATTERS STAND, 

Today’s events have not relieved the tension, 
but rather have accenuated the complication 
of the situation. Mr. Gladstone’s letter pro- 
duced a strong impression upon the nation- 
alists last evening, and from indications given 
at the hastily summoned meeting, it seemed 
that there was every reason to believe that 
today would bring about new developments, 
which would lead to an amicable arrangement 
of the trouble. But, although the 
conferences held today prove that a great 
divergence of opinion exists, they show that 
Mr. Parnell is nrm!y resolved to adhere to his 
decision and that uniess a vote of no confi- 
dence is passed by his followers, he will not 
abdicate the leadership. 

Today, after a long and earnest discussion of 
the situation, in which the most candid and 
#utspoken opinions were given, Mr. Parnell 

ositively gained the victery. The members, 
however, who advocated his retention, depre- 
cated the sles of the final decision until the 
Opinion of the entire party shall have been 
Tecorded. The meeting adjourned after 
early three hours’ of speech-making, in order 
to obtain the views of absent members of the 
party. 

A careful inquiry brings out the fact that 
little doubt exists as to tie upshot of the mat- 
ter. When the party reassembles on Monday 
it is probable that Mr. Parnell will again be 
urged to retire by a section of his supporters, 
but a already reaction in his favor has set in, 
andif a voteis taken, it is expected that a 
darge majority will be found upon his side. 

WELSH'IEN DESIRE PARNELL TO RETIRE.

Mr. Gladstone’s letter was designed to be read 
at the Parnellite meeting held yesterday, at which 
it was voted to retain Mr. Parnellin the leader- 
ship of the party. Somehow the letter was not 
read. Justin McCarthy had been instucted to in- 
form Mr. Parnell of Mr. Gladstone’s opinion that 
a change in the leadership of the Irish party was 
essential, but in the haste of Mr. Parnell’s arrival 
Mr. Gladstone’s opinion was not fully impressed 
upon him. Mr. Parnell’s sudden presence, his past 
services, the outside cruel talk against him and 
the instinctive Irish loyalty prevailed over the 
duties of the Parnellites as to the necessity of the 
Situation. The eyes of the party are now opened 
to the significance of the affair in England, which 
is nothing less than whether home rule will be 
parsed upon at the next general election or be in- 
definitely Bhelyed. Had the Parnellites known 
this they could have come to but one conclusion. 
We believe they will come to it today. 

In conclusion, The Star says it is confident 
that as patriots the home rulers have no alter- 
native but to pass a resolution that will enable 
Mr. Gladstone to give the remainder of his life 
to their cause. 

United Ireland says:

MR. O’BRIEN’S MESSAGE. 


CINCINNATI, November 26.—A_ reporter 
called on William O’Brien tonight and _pre- 
sented the cablegram stating that the as- 
sembled nationalists in London were ex- 
pecting to hear from the delegates in America 
before the meeting adjourned. 

Mr. O’Brien said the subject wasa delicate 
one, and he did not care to express himself 
further than what was containedin the fol- 
lowing dispatch, which hesent this after- 
noon to his friends on the otherside: 

In view of our obligations to Mr. Gladstone, the 
interest of our cause and the responsibilities we 
have contracted to the Irish tenantry, on the faith 
of the general election, fought in cordial alliance 
with the liberal party, I would earnestly recom- 
mend the party to open immediate friendly com- 
munications with Mr. Gladstone, 

Mr. O’Brien added that he had wired Mr. 
Dillon, who is in Elmira, N. Y., the substance 
of the foregoing “message. Mr. Dillon will 
join Mr. O’Brien here tomorrow. 

Many of the nationalist members of parlia- 
ment are greatly anneyed at Parnell’s un- 
gracious treatment of Gladstone. <A rumor is 
current tonight that Parnell] intends to issue a 
manifesto to the [Irish people, explaining and 
justifying his position. The feeling against 
Parnell among the Irish members is increasing 


EXPERIMENTING WITH THE LYMPH. 
London Doctors Treating Patients With 
Koch's Discovery. 

LonpDoN, November 26.—An interesting se- 
ries of experiments was begun today in the use 
of Professor Koch’s curative lymph at King’s 
College hospital, and Dr. Cheyne, one of the 
physicians attached tothe hospital, whoisa 
friend of Professor Kcch, had succeeded in pro- 
curing a quantity of the lymph, and today 
gave the first injection to four patients, one of 
whom was suffering from tuberculosis of the 
hip, another from tuberculosis of the 
foot, another from lupus in a severe form, and 
another from phthisis. Watchers have been 
selected who will take turnsin noting the ef- 
fects of the inoculation. A large number of 
doctors and students were close observers of 
the method of treatment. 


Man Hunters on the Amazon. 


Panama, November 16.—The following isa 
translation of a dispatch forwarded by the 
minister of foreign affairs of Colombia to the 
representatives of the republic in Brazil: 

‘‘Information has been received respecting 
crimes committed in Colombian territory at 
Caqueta, where Brazilians have captured 
natives of Colombia and carried them 
off to the Putumayo river and its affiuents, 
where they have been sold as slaves. Other 
atrocious crimes have also been committed, 
due to there being no Colombian authorities 
stationed there. In the dispatches I have 
forwarded to Brazil requesting the govern- 
ment of the republic to cooperate to prevent 
these crimes, I have stated that Colombia 
will defend its rights, will comply with its 
duties, will endeavor to capture and chastise 
these Amazon bandits and to prevent other 
similar crimes being committed. The 
government cousiders the crimes committed 
on the Putumayo river and in the Caqueta 
territory acts of piracy, and will endeavor to 
organize an expedition in Caucua to proceed 
to the Putumayo and act as may bo requisite.”’ 

In another dispatch the Colombian minister 
of foreign affairs states that the man hunters 
travel in steam launches, and that they com- 
mit crimes which area disgrace to humanity, 
and which are so vile that they would shock 
the savage dwellers in the heart of Afiica. 


Divorce in South America. 

Panama, November 26.—A Quezaitenango 
daily recently published the following: ‘‘We 
have discovered there exists in our republic a 
singular, though interesting, manner of sepa- 
rating man and wife. At San Martin, which 
ig about twelve miles from Quezaltenango, 
wien a woman wishes to leave her husband 
she simply calls for the assistance of 
the choristers, who proceed to the church 
and chant certain hymns over some 
yellow flowers and a 25 cent piece 
on behalf of the woman who wishes to obtain 
a separation. The woman cries bitterly during 
the ceremony, which is attended by two wit- 
nesses, and on the completion of which she re- 
mains at liberty to wed with any one she may 
choose. When 2 husband desires a separation 
he adopts a different method. He visits his 
friends and neighbors until] he finds some one 
who wishesto buy his wife, and closes a 
transfer at atigure which generally ranges 
from $8 to $12, although at times it is lower.’

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MILLIONS FOR PENSIONS 


COMMISSIONER RAUM STATES THE 
AMOUNT OF MONEY 


NECESSARY TO PAY THE PENSIONS. 


There Will Be a Large Deficit to Be Mafie Up. 
Supervisor Porter Gives Some Cor- 
rected Census Figures. oe 


WaAsHINGTON, November 26. — General 


Raum, commissioner .of pensions, was today 


‘beforethe subcominittee of the house appro- 


priations committee, having in charge the 
preparation of the pension appropriation bill. 

The appropriation for the fiscal year 1890-’91 
made at the last session of congress aggregated 
$97,090,761. 

General Raum estimates that the deficiency 
for the present fiscal year will amount to be- 
tween $32,000,000 and $33,000,000. He bases 
this estimate on the payment made on account 
of pensions in previous years and on the 
amount paid out during the first quarter of the 
present fiscal year. 

-For the fiscal year 1891-92, General Raum 


| estimates that $133,173,085 will be required on 


account of the payment of pensions. The ap- 
propriation for the fiscal year 1890-01 for exam- 
ining surgeons is $1,000,000, and Commissioner 
Raum asks an increase of $500,000 on this item 
for the new fiscal year. For clerk hire at 
eighteen different pension agencies the appro- 
priation for the present year is $250,000. The 
commissioner a3ks an increase in this item for 
the new fiscal year of $200,000, making $450,- 
000 in all, 


A CORRECTION FROM PORTER, 


Showing an Increase in the Population of 
the United States. 


WASHINGTON, November 26.—Tonight 
Robert P. Porter, superintendent of the census, 
presented the statement of the secretarv ofthe 
interior, giving the population of the states 
and territories of the United States, as finally 
determined. The verified population of the 
United States, in 1890, is fixed at 62,652,250, 

This total differs by 141,710 from that con- 
tained in the report of the census office under 
date of October 28, 1890. 

The change is due to the corrections of errors 
of what is termed the first or a rough count,and 
the additions of names ascertained to have been 
omitted in the enumeration. The work of 
ascertaining the names of persons on the 
enumerations schedules as owning and renting 
their farms, and whether those farms are free 
from debt or encumbered by mortgages to- 
gethor with the separation of the white and 
colored population of the south have been com- 
menced and will be given to the public 
prior to commencement on final tabulations.

HONORS TO BRAZIL. 


Saluting the Squadron in the Harbor of New 
York. 

New York, November 26.—The Bra- 
zilian warships Aquidaban and Guana- 
bara weighed anchor shortly after 8 o’clock 
this morning and steamed slowly up the bay 
and North river. They were escorted by the 
Yorktown and Dolphin, the latter leading. 
On passing quarantine the guns at Fort Wads- 
worth boomed forth a salute. As the fleet 
steamed on in single file, the bay was dotted 
with tugs and mali sailing craft, filled with 
intérested spectators. As thet in 
the Statue of Liberty, the colors were run up, 
and at the same moment a white cloud of 
smoke puifed out from old Castle William 
on Governor’s island and cannons roared out 
a welcome nine consecutive times. The Bra- 
zilian cruiser Aquidaban responded with fif- 
teen guns. The fleet anchored opposite West 
Twentyfourth street.

And She Captivated the Heart of a Married

RIcHMOND, Va., November 26.—[Special.]— 
James L. Lowe, of Durham, N. C.; was ar- 
rested here this evening on a telegram from 
that city, charging him with bigamy. Lowe 
has a wife and three children in Durham. He 
left there Saturday with Miss Grace Campbell, 
a very pretty girl, sixteeen years of age. They 
reached here Monday, and registered at the 
Merchants’ hotel as Mr. and Mrs. Lowe. Lowe 
was taken to the station house, and put under 
arrest. He talked freely about the matter, but 
denied that he and Miss Campbell were mar- 
ried. He admitted he was the cause 
of the ruin of the young lady. This fact was 
discovered on Saturday, he says, by Miss 
Campbell’s brother, who made violent threats 
toward him, and he and the young lady left 
for Richmond. It was his purpose,he de- 
clares, to get work here and send for his wife 
and children, and also to take care of the girl 
whom he had wronged. The lady also denies 
that they are man and wife. Lowe is a ma- 
chinist by trade, and worked for a large to- 
bacco manufacturer.

The squaw men have been threatened 
with death by the hostiles, and are running 
away from their Indian companions and giv- 
ing up the secrets of the Sioux. They have 
been excluded from all ghost dances and are 
subjects of special hatred. 
HAVE ABANDONED THE DANCE. 

WasHineton, November 26.—The war de- 
partment this morning received news that the 
Cheyenne river Indians have abandoned their 
ghost dance and come in for rations. This is 
regarded as a most hopeful sign of abatement 
of the excitement. Great benefit is believed 
to have resulted from the employment of 
friendly Indians as government scouts, and the 
department has just authorized General Miles 
to increase the number of such scouts in 
the department of Dakota to 1,200. It is said 
at army headquarters that the payment of $13 
a month to each Indian scout, with the privi- 
ledge of wearing a blue army blouse and 
acknowledged connection with the United 
Stutes government are inducements too power- 
ful for the average Indian to resist, as was 
demonstrated in the celebrated Crow out- 
break. 

The 1,200 scouts enlisted will, it is hoped, 
exert a strong peaceful influence through their 
a and tribal relations. 

_A Chicago special indicates that the Pine 
river agency Indians are worse scared than the 
whites and are constantly shifting their quar- 
ters for fear of attack from soldiers. 


DAKOTA ALLIANCEMEN. 


Treasurer Ashby Opposed to the Subtreas- 
ury Bill. 


St. Paut, Minn., November 26.—A. special 
from Mitchells, S. D., says: The annual ses- 
sion of the Farmers’ ‘Alliance of this state was 
addressed jast night by National Treasurer 
Ashby, of Iowa, who took occasion to express 
himself widely at variance with the leading 
alliancemen of this and many other states. 
He said he was not in harmony with the alli- 
ance being a political organization or having 
any implied political test of membership. He 
was opposed to the subtreasury plan or that of 
government loans, and said: 

‘We must not demand for ourselves what 
we condemn in others as class legislation.’’ 

His remarks did not take well with some in- 
dependent party radicals.

TRYING TO PACIFY BLAINE. 


The World’s Fair Commission and the Sec- 
retary of State. 
CuicaGao, November 26.—Chairmar Waller, 


of Connecticut, of the world’s fair foreign af-— 


fairs committee, this morning, after consulta- 
tion with his colleagues, sent a telegram to 
Secretary of State Blaine, in reply to one re- 
ceived from Mr. Blaine last night. Mr. 
Blaine’s telegram said that in view of: the 
criticism by some of the commissioners that 
the state department was seeking for political 
advantage in the scheme for securing world’s 
fair exhibits from the Latin-American repub- 
lics, that his department would withdraw from 
participating in the work and await the action 
of the commission.

DISEASE AMONG HORSES. 


All’s well 


The Farmers of Tennessee Greatly Alarmed 
About It. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 26.—A fatal 
disease is now prevailing among horses in cer- 
tain localities in this state, and is becoming a 
very serious matter to horse owners. The gen- 
eral impression is that the disease is caused by 
rotten corn. Horses die in several hours after 
first being affected. The symptoms are like 
those of blind-staggers. Reports from Wilson 
show that the disease is prevailing there to 
such an extent that the farmers are becoming 
much alarmed. Seventy-five horses have died 
in one neighborhood in Wilson county. 

The people first thought the disease was due 
to rotten corn, but one instance is reported in 
which a colt that had never eaten any corn 
died of the complaint. One farmer took the 
pains to see that his horses ate no corn, except 
that which was perfectly free from rotten 
grains. The precaution was of noavail, as 
one of his horses died.

Boston, November 26.—The Union Pacific 
directors met this morning. Reporters were 
excluded. President Charies Francis Adams 
submitted his resignation in an address to the 
meeting.

AN IMPORTANT MURDER CASE IN 
FLOYD COWNTY. 


The Killing of Weber—The Work of Secur- 
ing a Jury Completed, and the Evi- 
dence Begun. 


Rome Ga., November. 26.—[Special.]—This 
morning at the carly he¥ir of 8 o’clock, a great 
throng of people had assembled at the court- 
house tO be present at the trial of J. E.

Peter Miller, of Cicero, Ill, is a million- 
aire. 

The other day he was arrested in Chieago 
and fined $30 for begging on the streets. He 
refused to pay the fine, and was sent to the 
workhouse for sixty days. 

Miller started out fifty years ago with the 
determination to become a millionaire. He 
had no business capacity, and with his wife 
resorted to begging. The money thus accumu- 
lated was invested in land, and of late years 
in government bonds. 

The young couple reached middle age, and 
still begged every day. They lived in a 
wretched shanty, wore rags and half starved 
themselves. ‘They grew old and feeble, and 
remained beggars. One night Miller was 
locked up for begging. It was his first night 
away from home, and his wife was so dis- 
tressed that, when her husband came 
home in the morning, he found her dead 
body hanging to a rafter. 

He was sorry in his way, but he kept on 
begging. His lands and bonds increased in 
value until they are now worth a round 
million. 

The old man has his wish at last. He has 
the fortune he set out to obtain, and he will 
spend his Christmas in the workhouse. 

It all shows what a man will do, and what 
amancan do for gold. This miserly old 
wretch got what he was striving, starving and 
begging for, but how does it profit him? He 
has lived like a dog, he will die like one, and 
strangers will feast and make merry with his 
money. 


More Money Needed, 

Some of the commercial and financial 
journals of the north are not safe guides 
when the interests of the monopolists 
and the people come in conflict. They are 
in sympathy with trusts, combines, specula- 
tive cliques and the national banks, 

. The New York Commercial Bulletin op- 
poses the inflation of the currency, and holds 
that the .national banking system gives 
ample scope for the issue of all the notes that 


are needed, and at the same time provides | 


for their prompt redemption when the 
volume is.too redundant. 
It is time that speculators and merchants 


find the national banking system satisfactory, 


but. it docs not -meet— the reqsonable and | 


legitimate demands of the people. It op- 
erates under an iron-clad law which practi- 
cally bars the farmers of the land from ob- 
taining any benefits under the system. There 
toilers, with their industry,their products and 
their fields, are the foundation of all that is 
prosperous in our republic, and yet the gov- 
ernment places them financially under the 
ban. Their broad acres will not enable 
them to borrow a dollar from a national 
bank. 

~Undouttedly there is something radically 
wrong in all this. It is an unjust discrimi- 
nation against a class—a_ discrimination 
against the owners and tillers of the soil. 
The mere statement of the fact is suffi- 
cient. 

Our New York contemporary thinks that 
the expansion of the currency would afford 
mo adequate relief. Let us look into the 
matter a little. A few days ago the tight 
money market in London, and the liquida- 
tion of the Barings, forced the unloading in 
our markets of a lot of American securities. 
Some of these securities had to be sacrificed, 
not because they were doubtful, but because 
there was a lack of ready cash. During the 
flurry Jay Gould drew upon his hoarded 
wealth, bought low-priced stocks, and loomed 
up the master of the situation. 

“It takes money to do business,’’ re- 
marked Mr. Gould serenely, ‘‘and the pros- 
perity of the northwest, the west and the 
southwest requires the use of large sums.”’ 

In plain English, more money would have 
made everything easy ten days ago. In- 
vestors would have held their own. There 
would have been no sacrifices, and Mr. Gouid 
would have made no scoop. 

‘*It takes money to do business."’ And 
yet we are trying to do business with a circu- 
Jation of $17 per capita, although we know 
that we had our most prosperous days when 
our circulation was $56 per capita! 

Twenty-five years ago the country fairly 
pulsated with prosperity. The outlook was 
bright until we contracted the volume of 
currency. We might have knowp what the 
result would be. The experiment had been 
tried in England after the close of the great 
Napoleonic wars. Thousands of English 
landowners, well-to-do people, were ruined. 
The ranks of poverty received large acces- 
sions from the middle classes. People 

etarved to death, committed suicide or emi- 
grated to America. 

We did not heed the warning. The con- 
traction of the currency proceeded until 
there was not enough money left to transact 
the business of the country. The result 
may be seen in agricultural and industrial 
depression, farms plastered with mortgages, 
and a condition of affairs under which the 
zich grew richer and the poor grow poorer. 

The ceuntry, and especially the rapidly 
developing south, must have more money. 
We make euch tremendous strides in busi- 

Mess and in population that the volume of 
currency satisfying the wants of the people 
in one decade must be largely increased in 
the next ten years.

Colonel Polk’s Letter. 

In another column will be found a letter 
from Hon. L. L. Polk, president of the 
National Alliance. We desire to remark, by 
way of comment, that there was never any 
statement in the columns of Tue CoNSsTI- 
TUTION that Colonel Polk was in Atlanta in 
the interest of Mr. Pat Calhoun, or any 
other candidate, for United States senator. 
So far as we know, no paper in the state has 
ever made such a statement or insinuation, 
except the newspapers that were attempting 
to injure and scatter the alliance and preju- 
dice the alliancemen against their leaders. 

Colonel Polk was in the office of THE 
CONSTITUTION the day after the late elec- 
tions, and while in Atlanta eame to bring 
the news of the victory in Kansas. He re- 
mained some time, talking about the success 
of the alliance in that state, and in the other 
states in the south and west, and looking 
over our telegrams. The subject of the 
United States senatorship was not mentioned 
by any one who was with him, and only 
once by Colonel Polk ineidentally. Nor did 
THe CoNnstITuTION hear that he was in the 
city for the purpose. of interfering in the 
senatorial contest during his short stay, from 
him or any of his friends. 

It is well known that the enemies of the 
alliance were busy in circulating reports to 
the effect that the Terminal company had 
brought Polk, Macune and Livingston here 
to elect their man to the United States sen- 
ate. THE CONSTITUTION knew that it was 
a lie ont of whole cloth. These men are all 
leaders of the National Alliance, and Colonel 
Livingston is not only one of the officials of 
the National Alliance, but is president of 
the State Alliance of Georgia. If there was 
any preference among these gentlemen for 
either Judge Hines, Mr. Norwood or Mr. 
Calhoun—if they had any other desire than 
the selection of the man that would most 
truly represent the principles of the alliance 
and defeat Governor Gordon—they never 
let it be known so that —THEr CONSTITUTION 
could get at it. Nor did we knowthat there 
was any objection to Messrs. Hines, Nor- 
wood and Calhoun, onthe partof the alli- 
ance leaders, unti) Mr. Norwood made his 
second speech before the legislature. 

All we know of Colonel Polk’s visit to 
Atlanta was what we heard him say in Tur 
CONSTITUTION office. Noman could have 
been more enthused over the news of tlte 
victory, where he and Colonel Livingston 


had been making acampaignin behalf of 


the alliance, and the only reference he made 
to the senatorial race then pending in Geor- 
gia was to the effect that he thought the 
election of Governor Gordon would help to 
re-elect Ingalls in Kansas; that, next to the 
plan of financial relief proposed by the alli- 
ance, the sentiment that elicited the loudest 
applause was a desire for the utter annihila- 
tion of sectionalism north and south. THE 
CONSTITUTION did not even pyint what Col- 
onel Polk said about that. 

Concerning the charge that a paper, pur- 
porting to be signed by Colonel Polk and en- 
dorsing the eandidacy of Mr. Calhonn, was 
circulated among members of the legisla 
ture, it-ie-sufiicient to eay that itis false in 
every particular. No paper signed by any 
alliance leader was ever circulated, and, 
until it was alluded to by Mr. Norwood, it 
was never even heard of except in the in- 
sinuations made by newspapers that were 
fighting the alliance then and are fighting it 
now. 

Colonel Polk, as he says, was opposed to 
Mr. Calhoun and in favor of Mr. Norwood, 
and this was true of many other alliancemen 
before the caucus determined on Mr. Cal- 
houn. The failure of the alliancemen to 
concentrate on a candidate, resulted in the 
ele@tion of Governor Gordon—nothing more 
nor less than this. Governor Gordon has 
promised to be a better friend to the alliance 
than any of the alliance leaders. The future 
alone can decide this. If he should be, there 
is nothing lost for the alliance in his elec- 
tion. If he should not be, there will be a 
settlement in the future. We are willing to 
wait and see.

The South Carolina Legislature. 


The South Carolina legislature is in session, 
and a live and interesting session it is, It is 
essentially a farmers’ legislature and Gov- 
ernor Tillman is said to be practicall¥ in con- 
trol of it. 

The farmers seem bent on making radical 
changes, and there is considerable criticism 
of their actions. This, of course, was ex- 
pected and they are not visibly affected by it. 

As stated in a dispatch yesterday, Speaker 
Simons, who, with his father, has swayed the 
house for nearly half a century, has been re- 
tired and a Tillmanite elected in his place. 
The aged clerk of the house of representa- 
tives, who but recently celebrated his semi- 
centennial in office, was also retired. 

These ‘‘radical actions’’ of the legislature 
have created comment throughout the state, 
and mild protests are being made here and 
there. But, indeed, there is little ground 
forthem. It can hardly be expected that 
Governor Tillman and the legislature should 
retain in office all the men of the old regime, 
and it really seems that a one-hundred year 
lease on two offices should satisfy the ambi- 


tion of any two men and induce them to re- 


tire gracefully and good-naturedly. 

Speaker Simons is still a popular man. 
He has performed the duties of his high 
office well and faithfully; but it isnot unrea- 
sonable in the legislature to desire a change, 
and the law of rotation would seem to de- 
mand it. 

The farmers’ movement, which resulted in 
the capture of the state government, is now 
on its merits before the people. And it is 
well that it is so. Governor Tillman and 
his men are right in making such changes as 
they deem necessary. They are-supposed to 


be working in the best interests of the people. . 


If they do this, their mission will be happily 
fulfilled. They will be judged by their work. 
It is presumed that they know this, and 
governed accordingly. : 


A Brutal Hangman Rebuked. 


The popularity of the hangman is on the 
wane. He is no longer regarded as a 
famous and distinguished personage, to be 
dined ahd wined by kings and applauded 
by the people. 

But as long as hanging is necessary, 
hangmen will be needed. All that the 
public requires of them is, that they per- 
form their duty as pitifully and as movtestly 


pathy of the public, for he could never ob- 
tain its applause. 

But there are brutal hangmen who like 
to appear indifferent, and even cruel, 
when occasion offers. A fellow . 
stamp officiated at the hanging of mapa 
But he did not gain any applause by his 
rough and merciless methods. ¢ 

It will be remembered that, on the morn- 
ing of the execution, this hangman literally 
stormed the jail. He thundered at the 
doors, loudly demanding admittance; and 
even after he was admitted he raiseda 


-@lamor that aroused the doomed man and 


the sleeping prisoners, and it. was with diffi- 
culty that the more merciful guards pre- 
vailed on him to be quiet. 

Then at the execution, he was rough and 
unmereiful. The -rope was badly adjusted, 
and, to make sure of his bungling work, he 
had to seize the limbs of the strangling man 
and assist in the horrible torture. 

-He seemed elated over the part he had 
played in this legal tragedy. But notso 
the people. Public sentiment turned 
against him, shocked by his inhumanity. 
He has been expelled froma respectable 
club, of which he was a- member, and has 
been made to feel, in other respects, the 
full force of unfavorable public opinion. 

This was eminently proper. The laws of 
humanity demand thata public hangman 
should be a man, with a man’s sympathies, 
and not a brute, in the administration of the 
duties of his office. 


Governor Hill and the Mugwumps. 

Just at present the attitude of the New 
York mugwumps is peculiar, to say the least. 
A few months ago no epithet was too vile 
for the organs of the mugwumps to apply to 
him. He was a ‘‘shyster,’’ a ‘‘corruption- 
ist,’ a ‘“‘pothouse politician,’ a ‘king of 
heelers,”’ and ‘‘the pride of the saloon- 
keepers-’? We do not remember all the epi- 
thets, but he wascharged with dishonesty, 
venality and hypocrisy. Mr. Cleveland and 
every other successful democrat have been 
subjected to this sort of thing, but none of 
them has been so persistently and consist- 
ently abused as Governor Hill.

The canvass 
that he made in the west and in the east at- 
tracted attention everywhere, and his bril- 
liant services as a campaigner were of a na- 
ture to make a deep and lasting impres- 
sion.

New York Times? If ever there was a time 
when they should be busy with abuse and 
slander that time is now. As sentinels on 
the watchtower, the mugwump_ editors 
should warn the world against the bold gov- 
ernor who is always ready to affirm that he 
is a democrat. 

There is a good deal of talk to the effect 
that Governor Hill will be one of the demo- 
cratic candidates for the presidential nomi- 
nation, and there is a serious proposition to 
send him to the senate from the great state 
of New York.

The houses that the 
Wilbur Opera Company play, give two perform- 
ances each day, Sundays inciuded. So much for 
the ;company. The operas the Wilbur comyany 
presents are allold. Mr. Wilbur’s comedien does 
not hesitate to interpolate comic songs in such 
operas as “Fra Diavolo,” “Bohemian Girl,” etc.i 
During their previous engagement in Cincinnat 
last spring his prima donna, the Zeilina in “Fra 
Diavolo,” sang Annie Rooney in the chamber 
scene instead of the Siumber Song. Now for the 
Conried company, they pay their chorus from $16 
to $18 per week, two of their principals are paid 
$75, and the comedien not less than $100. He also 
carries bis own orchestra and stage settings. The 
company numbers forty-eight people. The railroad 
jumps are much greater and the railroad fares 
20 per cent higher. In the south the hotels are 
higher in their charges. 

“The Idler” also makes mention of the Aubrey 
company—they are now’playing at Pike’s opera 
house—which recently been changed into a 
theater. It is the policy of the new management 
there to keep the prices down as Jow as possible to 
attract from the numerous opposition houses, I| 
have conversed witha dozen regular aitendants 
of the theater here, and they are all of one opin- 
ion—the Conried company is the best heard here 
in years. I hope you will find space for this state- 
ment of facts.

Than Colonel 
Grant no one is more conversant 
with the situation, and by him the railroads 
will be urged to assist in building the bridge.

The present water 
pond is dependent upon rains for reinforce- 
mént. The pond is now quite 
low, and new demands (for water 
ate being made daily. Mr. Kontz says 2,000,- 
000 gallons can be drawn daily from the Pool 
pond with ease and that this will relieve the 
situation. 

Now, that Mr. Kontz retires from the general 
council, he will probably be made a member 
of the citizens’ committee in the waterworks, 
as he is thoroughly conversant with the situa- 
tion.

the entire Episcopal church of Georgia to the 
gan who has for more than twenty-two years 
held first place_in the church and in the hearts 


of his people. 


All night the casket containing the body of 
the dead prelate remained in the cathedral 
qith the members of St. Andrew’s brother- 
food as guard of honor. Before the hour set 
for the funeral! services it was taken to the 
right entrance wing and there rested, while 
Joving hands arranged about chancel and 
sitarthe wonderfully floral tributes which 
came from every quarter. 

It is doubtful if more beautiful floral 
effcrings were ever seen in Atlanta or 
the south. Notably among them was a mag- 
nificent floral slab of roses,. chrysanthemums, 
fernsand vines, the prevailing color being 
white. Diagonally across the white back- 
ground was the simple word ‘‘Pelee,”’ worked 
in purple immortelles. This beautiful piece 
wasthe gift of the Pelee club, of Lake Erie, 
ef which club Bishop Beckwith had long been 
the revered chaplain. 

A most beautiful and striking offering was a 
design representing the coat-of-arms of Geor- 
gia, composed of white immorteiles. This 
piece was the gift of the Atlanta Artillery, 
whose name was inlaid upon the. front of the 
design in purple immortelles. 

A beautiful shepherd’s crook and crown, 
composed of white ruses, was the offering of 
8t Paul’s church, of Augusta. St. John’s 
church, of Savannah, sent a magnificent 
wreath aud cross of Marechal Niel roses. Mr. 
Ruse, of Mobile, sent a handsome pillow of 
white camellias. Mr. Clarence Knowles con- 
fributed a beautiful cross of camellia japon- 
ica. 

The ladies of Griffin were represented by a 
handsome pillow of roses and crimsen gerani- 
ums. Christ church, of Macon, sent a fioral 
éross, and St. Paul’s, of Macon, acrown. A 
beautiful pillow of white roses, upon which 
Was a raised cross of violets, was sent by Mrs. 
D. C. Bacon. 

One of the most noticeable offerings was a 
lovely pillow of white and yellow roses and 

- ehrysanthemums, with crossed keys inlaid in 
purple immortelles. This design came from 

 Angusta. Another very unique and artistic de- 
sign was an anchor of white roses and maiden 
hair ferns, from the atms of which were sus- 
pended across and anchor. This was the of- 
fering of Christ ehurch, of Savannah. Mrs. 
DeSaussure’s tribute was the crown whicli 
hung stspended over the bishop’s chair in the 
church. The violets that wreathed the bishop's 
chair were contributed by Mrs. Nellie Block. 
Mrs. Delia Foracre’s contribution, a floral 
cross, was placed on the bishop’s chair. A 
most appropriate design wus the broken col- 
wmn and cross of tuberoses and white japonicas, 
sent by Mr. Fred Scott. 

Mr. Frank Miller, of Augusta, sent a floral 
cross. Mr. and Mrs. B. W. Wrenn also chose 
s cross as their offering. Mrs. DeGraffenried’s 
little girlssent a cross of violets. The ladies 
of St. Philip’s church contributed the cross 
and pillow which were seen on the altar and 
the roses which were used in the altar decora- 
tion. The ladies of St. Luke’s chose as their 
design a bishop’s mitre and crook on a baek- 

* ground of white roses. It was one of the most 
noticeable of all the offerings. 

A’ crown of yellow clirysanthemums was 
sent by some unknown friend in Augusta: 
Mrs. Captain Keeley sent a handsome crown 
ofchrysanthemums and roses, and there were 
many, many other designs and a profusion of 
beautiful cut flowers to be seen on all sides.

The Trial. 

Justice Landrum’s courtroom was crowded 
to the doors when the case was called. 

The warrant as first sworn out charged the 
woman with blackmail. “After a shert investi- 
gation it was developed that this accusation 
could not be sustained, and it was accordingly 
dismissed. 

Under the direction of Mr. John Clay Smith 
attorney for the prosecution, another warrant, 
charging the woman with libel, was at once 
sworn out.

Mr. Jordan, for the. defense, introduced no 
testimony, but quite a number of witnesses 
were on hand to testify for the prosecution. 

Mr. Scarratt, the father of the young lady 
Sloan married recently, told of the visit of the 
woman to his house, and his subsequent visit 
to her at her sister’s liouse. 

Mr. Sloan did not testify at all. 
not put upon the stand. 
€&A number of other witnesses were introduced 
to show the bad charrcter of the woman and 
the good character of Mr. Sloan, who, accord- 
ing to the evidence, bears now, and has_ borne 
in the pastan excellent reputation with his 
emplovers and in communities in which he 
has lived. 

Probably the most important withess was 
Policeman Slapback, of Greenville, S. C., who 
came tg Atlanta to testify for Mr. Sloan ia the 
case. 

Policeman Slapback had know the woman 
for abont thirteen years. He pronounced her 
a dangerous wonran. 

He said it had been reported in Greenville 
that she was married to a man named How- 
ard, who was living in that place, and who. 
had since been married publicly. 

Mr. Slapback also knew Slidau well and did 
not believe there had ever been a marriage 
between him and the woman, who was known 
n Greenville as Mattie Thompson. 

A long letter which the woman wrote-to 
Slapback a few days after she discovered 
the marriage of Sloan, was introduced. 

This letter furnished the main ground for 
the libelous action.§ 

It was rather sensational in its features. e 

The letter, which was réad before the court, 
not only charged Mr. Sloan with bigamy, but 
aiso charged him with being one of the par- 
ties who cominitted quite an extensive rob- 
bery at the Air-Line freight depot in Green 
ville, about two years ago. 

ln the letter the woman. wrote. the officers 
that she knew of Sloan’s connegtion with the 
robbery at the time, and it ‘was wpon her 
threat to expose him that he married her. 

The letter was written§ to Officer Slapback 
for the purpose of getting him to secure all 
the information he could in-~ @egard 
to Sloan’s and the woman's 
life in Greenville, in order that she might be 
ab'e to prove her marriage to him. She 
stated that the marriage ceremony was per- 
formed by a justice of the peace in Sloan’s 
office, at tlhe depot in Greenvijle, and the 
names of two men who witnessed it were 
given. 

Both these men, Mr. Slapback testified, 
have since died. She could not give the name 
of the alleged magistrate, and the officer said 
she certainly knew every such offtcer about | 

treenville. 

The woman also stated in the letter that 
Mr. Sloan had attempted to kill herin An- 
niston, Ala., where they had lived together 
last. 

The marriage, she said, sie and Sloan had 
agreed to keep secret, under all circumstances, 
unless he married again, 

In regard to the railroad robbery, Officer 
Slapback testified that re had had an inter- 
view with the woman about it in working up 
the case. He said, however, that he did not 
suspect Sloan of having any conneetion | 
with it. 

Another interesting letter was introduced as 
evidence. 

It was one which the woman had written to 
Sloan just after she reached the city and be- 
fore he married, and which was delivered to 
Mr. Scarratt. 

The letter referred to a meeting between the | 
two onthe Saturday preceding the marriage, 
and warned Sloan that he would be exposed if 
he nrarried. 

Will There Be Further Developments? 

Justice Landrum gave his decision immedi- 
ately after the close of the speeches of the at- 
torneys. 

Further developmentsin the case will be 
awaited with interest.

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REGISTRATION LAW. 


CHANGES THAT IT 18 SUPPOSED TO 
MAKE IN IT. 


Mr. Goodwin's Bill and What It Provides. 
Several Important Alterations in the 
Interest of Purity of Elections. 


Tho Atlanta registration law is, if Mr. 
Goodwin has his way, to be perfected. ; 

He introduced in the house yesterday an im- 
portant bill bearing on the subject. 

It provides, among other things, that per- 
sons desiring to register shall take an oath 
showing qualification as a voter, and pre- 
scribes the afiidavit to be taken. 

The city of Atlanta now and for years past 
has required an affidavit to register for city 
elections, but the original act for Fulton 
county for state and county elections seems to 
have not provided for this requirement. 

It makes any false statements in the afli- 
davit punishable, on conviction, as for 
false swearing, as provided by the code 
of Georgia. It provides that registration 
for an election shall close fifteen days before 
the election, and that within five days after 
the close of registration the tax collector shall 
have prepared alphabetical lists of persons 
registered by districts and wards for use by the 
managers in each. 

It also creates a board of revisors of such 
lists, composed of the ordinary, tax collector 
and tax receiver, whose duty shall be to have 
stricken the names of any who are not legally 
entitled to register, and to have placed on said 
lists the names of any who were logally regis- 
tered, but who by inadvertence or mistake 
were omitted from the lists. 

To register iliegally and to vote under the 
name or personating another are each made 
a penal offense and punishable. 

The bill also provides for the 
compensation of the board of 
revisers, and fixes that of the ordinary at $200 
per annum, and that of the tax collector and 
receiver each for said service at $50 per 
annum. 

Otherwise than these stipulations the law 
will remain pretty much the same that it is at 
present. 

It is an important bill.

District Attorney Darnell will bring the 
case before the grand jury, and Mize will 
probably hear from it when his sentence of six 
months’ imprisonment in the Fulton county 
jail expires.

Boifeuillet’s Important Bill. 

Mr. Boifeuillet, of Bibb, introdueed in the 
house yesterday a bill of considerable import- 
ance to railroads in this state. 

Mr. Boifenillet introduced the bill at the re- 
quest of the legislative committee of the Bro- 
therhood of Locomotive Engineers of Georgia. 
The bill makes it unlawful for any railroad 
company toemploy, in tiris state, any tele- 
graph operator torcceive and transmit dis- 
patches governing the movement of trains who 
is less than eighteen years of ave, and who has 
not had at least one year’s experience asa tele- 
graph operator. Any railroad’ violating this 
law shall forfeit for each and overy offense 
not less than $50 aud not more than $500. A!l 
forfeitures collected under this law shall be 
paid into the state treasury to the credit of the 
pubiic school fund. 

Suits for the collection of forfeitures shall be 
brought in the county where such violation oc- 
curs, and shall be prosecuted by the solicitor 
general of the judicial circuit in which such 
county is situated. 

The purpose of the bill is to reduce the num- 
ber of railroad collisions and accidents gener- 
ally. Itis held that many collisions occur and 
much less of property and life ensues because of 
the inefficiency and carelessness of cperators, 
many of whom are too youthful .and inexperi- 
enced to be entrusted with so important a mat- 
ter as the running of trains.

Speaker: The superintendents of the 
asyiuin would be giad to havo a committee 
from this honorable body inspect their books, 
and I for one am willing to wager my seat in 
this house that, when that committéo looks at 
the figures on those books, they will find they 
are stamped with such correctuess and honesty 
that will throw back the vile _ slan- 
der into the teeth of him . who in- 
sinuates that there is something wrong 
there. The money that Georgia has given to 
the lunatic asylum was placed i®)honest hands, 
and I respectfully invite the committee in be- 
half of the superintendents to remain in Mil- 
ledgeville Friday to investigate the matter.’’ 

The resolution was concurred in. 

To Print the Bills. 


Mr. Morton, of Clarke, put in a good resolu- 
tion yesterday. 

His motion was that all bills of general 
importance, except for’ railroad incor- 
porations, should be printed at least a 
day before their passage and placed 
on each member’s desk. 

In defense of his resolution Mr. Morton 
made astrong argument, and the bill went 
through like lightning.

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, was asked many 
questions about the Twitty bill yesterday.

WHITE CAPS 


INFEST THE COUNTIES OF ELBERT 
AND MADISON. 


A Number of Outrages Perpetrated by Them 
They Are Thoroughly Organized. 
Moonshiners at the Head. 


White caps are rampant. 

And the lives of law-abiding men are in 
danger— 

So the story goes. 

The seat of the trouble is in Elbert and 
Madison counties. The greater part of the 
lawless gang live just across the Broad river, 
about five miles from Bowman, a station on 
the Elberton Air-Line railroad. 

Deputy Marshal W. Y. Carter, of Hart 
county, has, in the course of his govern- 
ment service traveled all over this region, and 
has collected what he claims is indisputable 
evidence against the gang. 

The ostensibie purpose of the white caps is 
to rid that neighborhood of all bad characters, 

but they seem to have confined their opera- 
tions principally to the extermination of gov- 
erument witnesses against moonshine distil- 
lers. - 

The last case was on November 19th. 

The first intimation of their existence oc- 
curred about two years ago, when on Christ- 
mas day Deputy Collectors Gantt, Ware and 
Deputy Marshals Finley and Cope started out 
to seize a blockade still in the Brooks neigh- 
borhood, rear Pierce’s Ferry, in Madison 
county. When in the vicinity of the 
still they were suddenly confronted bya body 
of fifteen or twenty men armed tothe teeth. 
It was only by careful management on the part 
of the revenue men that a hand-to-hand fight 
was averted. Asit was they had to depart 
without the still, and a shot was fired at their 
guide, a man named Thurkill, which struck a 
tree within a footof his head. Bob 
Brooks and Payne Parham were after- 
ward arrested charged with the shooting and 
intimidation, and are now in jail awaiting the 
action of the grand jury here. 

Deputy Marshal Carter had, previous to this 
affair, made a number of arrests of inoon- 
shiners, and only on one occasion was any re- 
sistance offered him. 

A short time after this the gang crossed the 
river and went to the home'of Bul! Strickland, 
in Madison county; who had been a witness 
against them, and called upon him to come 
out. Strickland divined their purpose, how- 
ever, and escaped through a rear entrance. 
His aged mother answered the summons, and 
the spokesman for the party said: 

‘We have come here to give Bill a lickin’ 
for testifying against us. The nexttime we 
will catch him, and if he peaches ,on us 
again we will kill him sure.”’ 

A few days after this, in broad daylight, 
Strickland, who was working in his field, was 
shot at from ambush. Three shots were fired, 
and all struck the ground at his feet, throwing 
up the dirt on him. The shooters then ran 
away. 

In August of this year Buck Thurkill, 
Bob and Jeff Brooks, Pete and Sam Wilson 
and two other desperadoes went to the houso 
of James Powell, in Elbert county, at night. 
Powell had gone to bed, and the gang, after 
shouting to him to come out, burst in the door 
and entered the house. Powel! leaped out-of 
bed and started at them. 

In the scuffle that ensued Powell was 
knocked senseless by a blow on the head from 
astick. His assailantsthen dragged him in 
his night clothes in the dirt of the road until 
he regained consciousness, when he was al- 
lowed to walk. He made an attempt to 
gain his liberty, when one of the 
gang pointed a gun at nis Niead and threatened 
to blow his brains out if he made another 
move. Powell then submitted. When they 
had gone a distance of half a mile from the 
house, and when near the river, a halt was 
made anda consultation was held as to the 
best means of disposing of the prisoner. Some 
of the gang favored killing him outright, 
but the majority were in favor of whipping 
him. 

He was first compelled to give the names of 
all against whom he had testified in 
open court. Then preparations were begun 
forthe whipping. Powell was stripped and 
made to lie flat on his stomach on the ground, 
while Jeff Brooks beat him with a hickory 
switch until his arm ached. When he got 
tired, Jeff handed the switch to his brother, 
with the remark: 

‘‘Here, Bob, it’s your turn now.”’ 

“No, I’m d—dif I will,’’ said Bob. 
rather shoot the dog.”’ 

After extorting a promise from him that he 
would testify no more, Powell was allowed to 
depart. 

On Tuesday night, November 19th, the gang 
went to the house of Luther Ross, in Elbert 
county, a brother-in-law of Strickland. Two 
men were on foot and eight or ten were on 
horseback. Strickland was smart enough to 
again escape through the back door. The two 
men on foot searched the house and vicinity 
thoroughly, and, satisfied that their prey had 
again esoaped, the gang rode away, singing, 
‘‘We'll hang Bill Strickland to a sour-apple 
tree.”’ 

Strickland that time was under 
subpena to appear as a witness 
before the grand jury on Tuesday of this week 
against Jeff Brooks and Parham. 

The gang has now been in existence for 
about two years, under the able leadership of 
Buck Thurkilj. It is thoroughly organized, 
and each member carries a small arsenal 
about with him on al] occasions.

THE STOCK MARXAKT. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, November 26.—The stock markct 
today was less uctive than that of yesterday, but 
as nd one expected any activity at all the little 
that was shown during the latter portion of the 
day was somewhat of a surprise, as was also the 
undouLted strength displayed in all parts of the 
list, as the general impression had been that a ce- 
clining tendency would prevail. The bulls, how- 
ever, were calcniating upon Gould’s return froin 
Boston to inaugurate a fresh upward movement. 
There was no need of waiting for that, however, 
as events of the day suflicfently proved, and while 
depression again marked the early dealings, final 
gains are large in some cases and in a few stocks 
there is no decline whatever. The duilnees and 
heaviness of the opening was in part due to a Con- 
tinuation of the reaction of yesterday and partly 
due to the selling of foreigners on disquieting 
new& froin South America, but the London mar- 
ket showed no weakness for American stock even 
after they had been forced down here by the raid 
in the first half hour, and foreigners suddenly 
changed front, becoming liberal buyers where 
they had cold in.the carly trading raid. It was 
acconipanied by reports that there was a fatal 
disagreement among the sugar trustees and that 
some of the assets were unavailable, and the bears 
paid particular attention to sugar, forcing it off 
from 51 to 48. Pacific Mail yielded 1'4, Northern 
Pacitic_preferred 1 per cent and other leading 
stocks fractional amounts. At concessions, huw- 
ever, buying orders appeared in the market and 
the cearse of prices was soon changed and early 
losses in the general list were quickly made up with 
fractions. In addition Union Pacific, 8t. Paul and 
Rock Island led in this movement throughout and 
from the lowest points advances of from 1 to 4per 
cent were scored. The improvement in the whole 
liet received a great impetus in the last hour by 
the announcement that Judge Cullen, in Brook- 
lyn, had issued an injunction granting a stay of 
proceedings under the late judgment until the 
hearing, to. be held next Saturday. Upon this 
sugar, which had recovered a portion of its logs, 
made.a sudden jump to 56,a gain of 8 per cent 
from its lowest point, and checked the declining 
tendency which had appeared in the market upon 
free r fons. Lackawanna led in this reac- 
tion and lost about 1% per cent, but in the final 
dealings everything jumped and the last prices 
were generally at or near tothe best of the day, 
the close being active and strong. At improve- 
ment coinmission brokers are compelled to re- 
strict the trading of their customers on account 
of the scarcity of time money, there being none 
yet offered by any of the New York institutions. 
The final changes for the day are almost all in the 
direction of higher figures. Among the most im- 
portant gains Sugar is up 3%4, Rock Island 3%, 
Jersey Central 244, Union Pacific 24, St. Paul 214, 
Louisville and Nashville 1°,, Burlington 154, Mis- 
souri Pacific 114, Southern Pacific 1%, and North- 
western 1 per cent.
